It happens that the three 
books now under review are more or less 
hostile to the claims of spiritualism—a

THE LINEN TRADE. 

ears ago Mr. John Horner 
began to pile this history of the linen 
trade, It us down to the time 
when, about 1825, the inevitable march of 
civilisation ees the hand spinning 
wheels with the unromantic er-driven 
machines of the present day. This book was 
not written for material gain or contem- 
poraneous honour, for the author knew that 
his days were numbered, and he died almost 

soon as he had completed his work. Yet 

record of his painstaking research and 
investigation must live as one of the 
romances of history and commerce. Mr. 
Horner's interest in his subject and in- 
timate knowledge of the industry were 
combined with a remarkable grasp of the 
historical ‘and political significance of 
trade. He writes with a ful reciation 
of the motives which inspired Kings and 
Parliaments to make laws.to further an in- 
dustry which would make for the pros- 
pee of the subjects as well as for the 
creased prestige of the realm. Some of 
the laws, ambitious in their objects, were 
disastrous in their results, but it was from 
these failures that the experience was 
ained which soapy so Baa the linen in- 
ustry of Ireland in the position that it 
occupies to-day.

RELIGION AND THE ADOLESCENT. 

The period of adolescence is a critical 
time in the lives of boys and girls, and a 
time of anxiety for those who have the re- 
sponsibility m forming the characters of 
the young. At such a time physical 
changes occur, and bring with them dis- 
turbance of mental and moral balance. 
New emotions are felt, a new sense of 

wer reveals itself, imagination takes a 
reer rein. In the religious life, too, 
changes take place. The teaching about 
spiritual thinga which the child accepted 
without question is scrutinised and 
examinod. Reason is beginning to come 
into its own, and, if satisfactory explana- 
tions be not forthcoming, faith is in danger 
of falling away bit by bit, and the ground 
is by degrees prepared for the rationalist 
or secularist teacher. 

None feels more acutely the difficulties 
which face those who have to deal with 
adolescents than the clergy—especially 
those who are working among the growing 
boys and girls of our big industrial centres, 
whege the conditions of life and of em- 
ployment tend to lessen the interval be- 
tween the schoolboy and the man until, 
in some cases, it is virtu non-existent. 
So much teaching has to compressed 
into such a short time that it is difficult to 
retain one’s hold where so many voices are 
calling the soul to make trial of new ex- 
periences, These thoughts, and others 
similar to them, are in the mind of every 
conscientious parish priest, and to what 
bitter heart-searchings they sometimes 
give rise! 

To those who are looking for help in 
this direction we can heartily recommend 
this tiseful book. It is written by one 
who has had large experience of work 
among ‘the younger generation, and has

ing problem by development of the 
“ gang-instinct ” which manifests itself in 
every normal adolescent. Such institutions 
as the Scouts and the Girl Guides 
supply in their organisation and activities a 
means of giving expression to this instinct : 
to this the wonderful success of these 
organisations seems to be due. The author 
suggests that in the religious education of 
the young more use should be made of 
this natural and healthy trait.
